The  Red  Ink  Appeal 

The  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario,  at  its  Annual  Meeting  last  year,  made  provision  for 
the  issue  of  a  new  Register,  at  an  early  date. 

Since  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  last  published  Register 
(1907),  there  have  been  several  hundred  names  added  to  the  list 
of  the  licentiates  of  the  College,  so  that  the  present  Register 
does  not  in  any  sense  represent  its  full  membership,  and,  with 
each  recurring  year,  witnessing  further  such  additions,  its 
value,  for  purposes  of  reference,  becomes  increasingly  impaired. 

In  its  book  form,  the  Register  is  composed  essentially  of 
two  parts,  the  first  consisting  of  a  copy  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act,  the  second  comprising  a  list  of  the  Members  of  the  Col- 
lege (up  to  the  date  of  publication),  their  names  and  addresses, 
their  degrees  and  qualifications. 

The  College  Counsel,  Mr.  H.  S.  Osier,  K.C.,  will  stand 
sponsor  for  the  correctness  of  the  copy  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act,  with  its  various  additions,  alterations  and  amendments, 
as  it  will  appear  in  the  new  issue  of  the  Register. 

The  College  Members  must  themselves,  in  the  last  analysis, 
be  held  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  their  own  names  and 
addresses,  as  these,  in  turn,  will  appear  in  the  same  Register. 
The  Officers  of  the  College,  while  using  all  available  means  to 
collect  necessary  data,  relating  thereto,  must  look  to  the  mem- 
bers for  sympathetic  co-operation,  in  the  preparation  of  a 
Register,  which  in  detail,  shall  be,  as  far  as  possible,  full  and 
accurate. 

It  can  never  be  absolutely  so,  possibly  owing,  in  part  at 
least,  to  that  ethnic  quality,  inherent  in  many  of  the  Members 
of  the  Profession,  of  seeking  from  time  to  time  a  new  place  of 
abode,  but  can,  through  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  those 
Members  who  are  more  sessile  in  this  respect,  be  made  of  such 
relative  value,  as  to  quite  justify  any  expenditure  of  energy 
directed  to  this  end. 

There  is  no  field  in  which  the  exercise  of  the  personal 
equation  can  have  more  room  for  play,  than  in  this  connection, 
and  none  in  which  less  sacrifice  is  asked  of  those  who  are  best 
qualified  to  contribute  to  efficiency  of  service.  Such  sacrifice, 
if  that  which  ends  in  personal  gain  may  be  thus  designated,  is 
wholly  trifling,  and  quite  incommensurate  with  the  benefits 
which  must  accrue  from  its  exercise. 

The  licentiates  of  the  College  are  aware  that  the  College 
has  a  Register,  and  they  know  that  the  measure  of  its  value  is 
determined  by  the  extent  to  which  it  is  correct  and  up-to-date. 


They  know,  moreover,  that  the  well-directed  efforts  of  an 
Executive  must  fail,  in  the  absence  of  reasonable  aid  from  sup- 
porting units. 

"The  strength  of  the  pack  is  the  wolf, 
And  the  strength  of  the  wolf  is  the  pack." 
The  request  of  the  College  authorities,  that  each  Member 
should  send  to  the  Register  a  memorandum,  with  a  correct 
record  of  his  full  name  and  address,  and  with  like  information 
concerning  his  nearest  confreres,  would  not  entail,  upon  his 
part,  an  expenditure  of  more  than  ten  minutes'  time,  while  the 
value  of  these  scattered  memoranda,  in  collective  form,  it 
would  be  quite  impossible  to  estimate. 

Few  men  will  claim  that  they  cannot  afford  to  devote  ten 
minutes'  time  to  the  promotion  of  a  cause,  in  which  they  have 
a  personal  interest,  and  in  support  of  an  Institution,  the  main- 
tenance of  which  is  essential  for  the  welfare,  alike  of  the 
comrnunity  and  of  the  Profession. 

To  the  Members  of  a  Profession,  which  acts  spontaneously, 
when  the  call  for  a  display  of  innate  sense  of  personal  respon- 
sibility arises,  it  is  quite  beside  the  mark  to  point  out,  how  an 
incomplete  Register  may  serve  to  prejudice  professional  or 
personal  interests,  and  how  a  complete  one  may  serve  to  pro- 
mote them.  It  is  not,  therefore,  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  College  membership  to  such  vexatious  incidents,  as  the 
failure  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Announcement,  for 
want  of  correct  name  or  address,  the  possible  loss  of  franchise, 
for  the  same  reason,  the  omission,  due  to  the  same  cause,  of 
name  from  Register  (which  will  happen,  not  only  following 
upon  non-payment  of  assessment  dues,  but  in  cases  of  long 
continued  residence  abroad,  unaccompanied  by  notification  of 
the  same),  etc.,  etc.  The  possibility  of  the  occurrence  of  these 
adverse  happenings  and  petty  annoyances  will  be  quite  appar- 
ent to  all  who  give  the  matter  a  moment's  consideration. 

The  great  cost  of  the  publication  of  the  Register  precludes 
the  possibility  of  its  annual  issue.  It  is,  therefore,  all  the  more 
imperative,  that,  in  its  every  detail,  it  should,  when  it  does 
appear  in  this  occasional  form,  be  such  as  to  satisfy  the  most 
exacting  demands  of  the  constituency  to  which  it  is  addressed. 

In  conclusion,  appeal  is  again  made  to  the  Profession,  to 
render  (now  and  from  time  to  time)  such  effective  aid,  in  this 
connection,  to  the  Executive,  as  will  permit  the  latter  to  pub- 
lish a  Register,  which  shall  possess  real  merit.

Announcement  for  the  Academic  Year 
1916-1917 


"The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario"  is  the 
name  adopted  by  the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  in  its  corporate  capacity.  Every  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioner  in  the  Province  is  a  member  of  this  College.  It  is 
not  an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medicine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was  first  incorporated 
under  this  name  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in 
1866.  This  Act  was  subsecpiently  repealed  by  the  Legislature  of 
Ontario  in  1869,  and  now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this 
Province  are  regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874  (37  Vic,  Cap. 
30),  commonly  known  as  the  "Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further 
amended  in  1887,  1891,  1893,  1895,  1902,  1905,  and  1914-1915. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario"  is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  by- 
laws for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected  with  medical 
education;  for  the  admission  and  enrolment  of  students  of  medi- 
cine ;  for  determining  from  time  to  time  the  curriculum  of  the 
studies  to  be  pursued  by  them,  and  to  appoint  a  Board  of 
Examiners,  before  whom  all  candidates  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the 
College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified  to  practise  their  profession 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and  authority  conferred 
upon  it  by  this  Act  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners 
of  medicine,  dvily  qualified  in  other  countries,  may  be  admitted 
as  members  of  the    College    of    Physicians    and    Surgeons    of 
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Ontario,   this  being  the   only   mode   in   which   they   can   become 
legally  entitled  to  practice  their  profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  students  of  medicine, 
the  Profession,  and  the  public  generally,  the  council,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Ontario  ^ledical  Act,  here])y  promulgates  for 
the  year  1916-1917  the  Regulations  which  herein  follow,  repealing 
all  others  heretofore  in  force. 

All  changes  in  the  medical  curriculum  shall  take  effect  at 
the  next  ensuing  annual  examinations. 


Regulations  for   1916-1917 


SECTION  I. 
Matriculation. 


Every  one  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a  matriculated 
student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  and 
to  conform  to  the  following  regulations : 

Any  one  of  the  following  credentials  will  be  accepted : 

1.  A  certificate  of  having  graduated  in  Arts  or  Science  in 
any  university  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  or  any  other  univer- 
sity approved  of  by  this  Council. 

2.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  Cana- 
dian University  conducting  a  full  Arts  course,  that  the  holder 
thereof  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year  in  Arts  by  such  university. 

3.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Senior  Arts  matricu- 
lation conducted  by  any  chartered  university  of  Canada. 

4.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  joint  university  senior 
matriculation  examination  in  Arts  as  conducted  by  the  Matricula- 
tion Board  of  Ontario. 

5.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  joint  university  exam- 
ination for  junior  matriculation  in  Arts  conducted  by  the  Matricu- 
lation Board  of  Ontario. 

Matriculation  must  be  registered  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  Council,  preliminary  to  entrance  upon  medical  studies. 

The  Registrar  shall  send  to  each  High  School  and  Colle- 
giate Institute  in  Ontario,  a  printed  copy  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  matriculation  requirements  of  this  Council  with 
the  request  that  such  be  posted  in  the  High  School  or  Collegiate 
Institute. 

SECTION  II. 
Curriculum. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  five  years  in 
actual  professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and 
the  prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  five  sessions  of 
thirty  teaching  weeks  in  each  session. 
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The  Registrar  of  this  Council  shall  be  required  to  exact  from 
each  candidate  a  certificate  from  his  College  Registrar,  that  he 
has  attended  lectures  for  a  full  term  of  thirty  weeks  in  each 
session,  and  further  that  such  certificate  must  show  that  the 
candidate  has  attended  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  such  lec- 
tures, including  hospital  and  laboratory  work. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  college  or  university 
recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be  permitted  to  present  them- 
selves for  their  examination  in  four  years,  provided  that  during 
such  course  two  years  have  been  spent  in  the  course  of  physics, 
chemistry,  biology  and  physiology,  and  examinations  passed  in 
these  subjects  while  taking  said  university  course. 

3.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  course  in 
a  University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of  by  the 
Council. 

Certificates  must  be  presented  for  the  full  number  of  Clinical 
Lectures  recpiired. 

Anatomy — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  descriptive 
and  practical  anatomy. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  carefully 
dissected  the   entire  adult   human  body. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy — One  course  of  eight  months. 

Physiology — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each. 

Histology^ — One  course  of  eight  months. 

Chemistry — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each. 

Medical  Physics — One  course  of  four  months. 

Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology — Two  courses 
of  four  months  each. 

Medicine — Three  courses    of  thirty  weeks  each. 

Clinical  Medicine — Three  courses  of  thirty  weeks  each. 

Surgery — Three  courses  of  thirty  weeks  each. 

Clinical  Surgery — Three  courses  of  thirty  weeks  each. 

iMidwifery — Three  courses  of  thirty  weeks  each. 

Gynecology — Two  courses  of  thirty  weeks  each. 

Pathology  and  Bactei-iology — Three  courses  of  thirty  weeks 
each. 
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Diseases  of  Children — Two  courses  of  fifteen  weeks  each. 

Therapeutics  (including  Physical  Therapeutics) — One  course 
of  thirty  weeks. 

Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology — One  course  of  fifteen  weeks. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat — Two  courses  of 
fifteen  weeks  each. 

Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine — One    course    of    thirty 
weeks. 

Psychiatry — One  course  of  fifteen  weeks. 

4.  Course  prescribed  for  Homeopathic  students: 

Candidates  wishing  to  be  registered  as  Honieopathists  must 
conform  with  the  requirements  regarding  matriculation  as  found 
in  Section  1. 

Such  candidates  must  also  have  complied  with  the  full  cur- 
riculum of  studies  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council 
for  all  medical  students,  but  the  full  time  of  attendance  upon 
lectures  and  hospitals  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council 
may  be  spent  in  such  Homeopathic  Medical  Colleges  in  the 
United  States  or  Europe  as  may  be  recognized  by  a  majority  of 
the  Homeopathic  members  of  the  Council,  and  when  such  teach- 
ing body  has  been  established  in  Ontario,  it  shall  be  optional  for 
such  candidates  to  pursue  in  part  or  in  full  the  required  curricu- 
lum in  Ontario. 

5.  Graduates  in  medicine  from  recognized  colleges  outside 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for 
registration  must  complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  curri- 
culum required  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  before  the  examin- 
ers appointed  by  the  Council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. 


Registration  of  British  Medical  Practitioners. 

Registration  in  the  Register  of  The  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  confers  the  right  to  practice  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  midwifery  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  under  the  pro- 
visions of  The  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

It  is  necessary,  according  to  the  provisions  of  The  Ontario 
Medical  Act  and  Regulations  of  the  Council  of  The  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  passed  in  accordance  there- 
with, that  any  person  applying  to  be  registered  as    a    British 
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Medical  Practitioner  should  i)roduce  to  the  Registrar  documents 
or  certificates  as  follows : 

1.  A  Certificate  that  the  applicant  is  duly  registered  in  the 
Medical  Register  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland.  (This  Certificate  is  obtained  from  the  Registrar  of  the 
British  Medical  Council). 

2.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  identity. 

-     3.     Satisfactory  evidence  of  good  character. 

4.  Satisfactory  evidence  that  the  diploma  or  diplomas  in 
respect  of  which  the  applicant  was  registered  in  the  Medical 
Register  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  or  were  granted  to  him  at  a 
time  when  he  was  not  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  or  in 
the  course  of  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  during  the  whole 
of  which  he  resided  out  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

5.  The  documents  and  the  prescribed  fee  (One  hundred 
dollars)  should,  together  with  the  enclosed  forms  duly  filled  in, 
be  transmitted  to  the  address  set  forth  hereunder :

SECTION  III. 

Examinations — Date  and  Place,  and  requirements  of. 

1.  There  shall  be  one  Examination  held  by  the  Medical 
Council,  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year. 

2.  Every  applicant  for  this  examination  must  be  a  graduate 
of  an  approved  Medical  College,  and  must  present  certificates  of 
attendance  covering  a  period  of  five  years,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  2,  Section  II. 

3.  The  following  shall  be  the  subjects  for  said  examination. 

(1)  Medicine. 

(2)  Surgery. 

(3)  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women. 

4.  The  examination  shall  consist  of  two  examinations  on 
each  subject:    (1)  "written"  and  (2)  "oral"  and  "clinical." 

5.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  marks  Avill  be  required  to  pass  in 
each  subject.  A  candidate  must  take  all  three  subjects  at  one 
examination,  but  he  will  only  be  required  to  pass  subsequently 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  upon  which  he  has  failed. 
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6.  The  Annual  Spring  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  Toronto, 
Kingston  and  London,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Annual  By-law.  There  shall  also  be  a  Fall  Examination  at  the 
Citj^  of  Toronto,  for  candidates  who  have  failed  in  one  or  more 
subjects  at  the  Annual  Examination. 

7.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homeo- 
pathic Examiners  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar 
at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  announcement  of  the  examina- 
tions, due  notice  of  which  must  be  given  to  examiner  by  Registrar. 
Homeopathic  students  are  to  be  examined  by  examiners  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  Homeopathic  members  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  Fall  Examination  for  1916  begins  on  Tuesday,  De- 
cember 5th,  1916.  The  Spring  Examination  for  1917  begins  on 
Tuesday,  May  15th,  1917. 

SECTION  IV. 

Examinations — Duties  of  Registrar  and  Board  of  Examiners. 

Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  Registrar  and  the  Board  of 
Examiners : 

1.  The  Registrar  or  a  Deputy  Registrar  must  be  present  at 
every  examination,  and  each  student  must  produce  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  Registrar  or  Deputy  Registrar  of  his  identity. 

2.  At  the  end  of  each  written  examination  upon  any  subject, 
the  answers  to  the  questions  are  to  be  handed  by  the  candidates 
to  the  Registrar,  who  Avill  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are 
hereinafter  directed  to  be  enclosed,  and  to  each  set  of  papers 
affix  a  number  by  which  the  author  will  be  known  to  the  Ex- 
aminers during  the  examination.  The  Registrar  will  then  deliver 
the  papers  to  those  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  subject,  upon  which 
these  candidates  have  just  been  writing, 

3.  The  papers  when  delivered  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  on  the  sub- 
ject, are  to  be  by  them  examined,  and  the  relative  value  of 
answers  marked  by  means  of  numbers  on  a  blank  form  which 
will  be  furnished  to  them  by  the  Registrar. 

4.  The  percentage  in  all  subjects  of  the  Professional  Ex- 
aminations shall  range  from  0  to  100,  of  which  sixty  per  cent,  will 
be  required  to  pass  in  each  subject. 

5.  The  value  awarded  by  the  Examiners  to  the  answers  of 
candidates  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  final,  and 
is  not  subject  to  revision. 
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6.  In  the  event  of  any  alterations  or  erasures  in  the  marks 
of  a  paper,  or  of  any  question  in  a  paper,  tlu^  saiuc  shall  be 
initialed  by  botli  Examiners. 

7.  The  Examiners  shall,  on  the  completion  of  their  work, 
conjointly  certify  to  the  schedule  of  marks  and  books.  Their 
report,  including  schedule  of  marks  and  books,  completed  and 
duly  certified,  shall  l)e  final,  and  shall  forthwith  be  filed  with  the 
Registrar. 

8.  The  Examiner  shall  return  the  schedule  to  the  Registrar, 
with  values  inserted,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  close  of  exam- 
inations on  his  subject.  From  these  values  a  general  schedule 
shall  be  prepared  by  a  chartered  accountant  associated  with  the 
Registrar,  which  schedule  shall  be  inspected  and  signed  by  the 
President  before  the  results  are  announced. 

9.  The  Registrar,  in  notifying  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners,  will  direct  attention  to  the  following  instructions,  a 
copy  of  which  he  shall  enclose. 

(a)  In  preparation  of  questions  Examiners  will  confine 
themselves  to  the  principles  common  to  the  standard  text-books. 

(b)  In  referring  to  diseases  or  operations  of  any  kind,  the 
name  of  such  disease  or  operation  most  commonly  in  use  must 
be  employed,  and  the  Examiners  shall  refrain  as  far  as  possible 
from  the  use  of  proper  names  and  am])iguous  questions. 

(c)  In  the  preparation  of  the  paper,  opposite  each  question 
shall  be  placed  the  value  of  a  full  and  correct  answer  thereof — the 
whole  of  such  numbers  to  amount  to  100. 

(d)  In  the  reading  of  papers  the  Examiners  shall  mark  in 
colored  pencil  what  they  regard  as  the  numerical  value  of  the 
answers  given  for  each  question  opposite  the  same. 

(e)  The  oral  and  clinical  examinations  are  to  be  made  as 
practical,  demonstrative  or  clinical  as  possible,  and  shall  occupy 
at  least  thirty  minutes. 

(f)  Candidates  shall  be  known  to  the  Examiners  by  num- 
bers only. 

(g)  There  shall  be  two  Examiners  in  each  subject  who  shall 
conjointly  set  and  examine  each  paper  and  conjointly  examine 
the  student  in  the  "Oral  and  Clinical"  Examination. 

(h)  In  the  event  of  any  alteration  or  erasures  in  tlie  marks 
of  a  paper,  or  of  any  question  in  a  paper,  the  same  shall  be 
initialed  by  both  Examiners. 
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(i)  The  Examiners  shall  meet  at  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tion for  consultation  and  consideration  of  reports  before  these 
are  forwarded  to  the  Registrar.  The  Examiners  shall,  on  the 
completion  of  their  work,  conjoint!}''  certify  to  the  schedules  of 
marks  and  books.  Their  report,  including  schedules  of  marks 
and  books  completed  and  duly  certified  shall  be  final,  and  shall 
forthwith  be  filed  with  the  Registrar. 

10.  Candidates  for  oral  examinations  will  be  divided  into 
classes  alphabetically,  and  notified  of  the  time  at  which  they 
shall  present  themselves  for  examination.  Such  students  shall 
wait  in  an  adjoining  room,  and  appear  before  the  Examiners 
when  summoned. 

11.  The  Examiners  in  each  subject  shall  meet  at  a  con- 
venient point  to  prepare  the  examination  papers,  and  shall  send 
each  paper  to  the  Registrar  by  registered  mail  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  date  of  examination.  (The  Examiners  shall 
approve  of  proofs  before  printing). 


SECTION  V. 

Examinations — Rules  for  Candidates  in  the  Examination  Hall. 

1.  Each  candidate  shall  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  pro- 
gramme containing  a  list  of  subjects  upon  which  the  candidate 
is  to  be  examined,  and  it  will  admit  him  to  the  examination  hall 
during  the  progress  of  the  examination  upon  such  subjects,  but 
at  no  other  time. 

2.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to  the  questions  given 
by  the  Examiners  legibly  and  neatly  upon  one  side  of  each  page 
of  a  book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each  candidate,  and  the 
number  of  each  question,  as  it  appears  in  the  examination  paper, 
is  to  be  put  at  the  head  of  the  answer  to  it,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  have  the  first  page  facing  outward  to  the  view;  the  papers 
then  to  be  folded  once  and  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  on  the  outside 
of  which  each  candidate  is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is 
then  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar  or  his  deputy.  No  signature, 
number  or  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be  recognized  by  the 
Examiner,  is  to  be  written  or  marked  on  any  portion  of  the 
book  to  be  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

3.  The  questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Homeopathic 
subjects  will  be  handed,  at  the  beginning  of  the  general  exam- 
ination on  the  same  subject,  by  the  Registrar  or  deputy,  to  such 
candidates  as  shall  liave  given  him  notice  in  accordance  with 
Section  111.,  sub.  sec.  7. 
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They  shall  write  the  answers  to  these  questions  in  the  same 
hall  Avith  the  other  candidates,  and  hand  their  papers,  when 
finished,  to  the  Registrar  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for 
other  candidates,  to  be  by  him  given  for  examination  to  the 
Homeopathic  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  to 
examine  on  that  subject. 

4.  No  candidate  will  ])e  allowed  to  leave  the  hall  after  the 
questions  are  given  out,  until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

5.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  in  the  hall  duiing  the  hours  of 
examination,  except  those  who  are  actually  undergoing  exam- 
ination, or  members  of  the  Council  or  officials  connected  there- 
with. 

6.  Any  candidate  who  may  have  brought  any  book  or 
reference  paper  into  the  hall  nuist  deposit  it  with  the  Registrar 
before  tlic  examination  begins. 

7.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with  each  other  while 
examinations  are  going  on,  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever. 

8.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear  themselves  toward  the 
Registrar  or  Deputy  and  Examiners  with  the  utmost  deference 
and  respect;  and  they  will  not  be  permitted  in  any  manner  to 
manifest  approliation  or  disapprobation  of  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  during  the  progress  of  the  examination. 

9.  Candidates  nuist  not  only  conduct  themselves  with  de- 
corum while  an  examination  is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held 
strictly  responsible  for  any  impi-opriety  of  conduct  during  the 
whole  progress  both  of  the  written  and  the  oral  examinations. 

10.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will  lead  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  candidate  who  is  guilty  of  it,  from  the  remainder 
of  the  examination ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for  any  ex- 
amination papers  which  may  have  been  lianded  to  the  Registrar 
or  Deputy  previous  to  his  being  detected  in  such  misconduct. 

11.  And  he  may  l)e  del)arred  from  fiirtlier  privileges,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Council.

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2.  All  fees  miist  be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  Canada,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  College.  The  Office  of  the  College  is  at  170 
University  Avenue,  Toronto.  Payments  may  be  made  in  person 
or  by  mail.  Payment  of  Examination  fees,  when  made  in  person 
at  the  College  Office,  will  be  accepted  up  to  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  (on  Saturdays,  up  to  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon). 

3.  Examination  fees  to  accompany  application  form  of 
candidates  for  Examination,  and  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Registrar  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  date  set  for  the 
beginning  of  the  Examinations.

BY-LAWS. 


Whereas  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario  are  empowered  under  Section  12,  Chapter  176, 
R.  S.  0.  1897,  to  pass  By-laws  and  make  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  its  government : 

Now,  therefore,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows : 

That  all  existing  By-laws  of  the  said  Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  be  noAV  and  are  hereby 
rescinded,  and  the  following  are  enacted  as  the  General  By-laws 
of  the  Council,  numbered  from  One  to  Eleven  inclusive,  all  of 
said  By-laws  having  been  read  a  first,  second  and  third  time, 
and  duly  adopted  this  30th  day  of  June,  1916.

By-Law  No.  1. 

Section  1. — Meetings. 

The  Council  shall  hold  one  session  annually  in  the  City  of 
Toronto,  commencing  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  June  of  each  year, 
at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  Executive 
Committee  may  at  any  time  call  a  special  session,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  tlie  President  to  eall  a  special  session  upon  re- 
ceiving a  requisition  on  that  behalf,  signed  by  not  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  No  business  shall  be  taken 
up  at  a  special  session  except  that  for  which  the  session  has  been 
called,  and  of  which  cnch  iiicinbcr  hns  been  notified. 
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Section  2. — Officers. 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President.  Kegistrar-Treasiirei'.  Pnlilic  Prosecutor.  Auditor  and 
Solicitor,  and  such  othei's  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessary. 

2.  The  officers  shall  ])v  elected  after  nomination  by  open 
vote,  the  vote  being;  taken  on  the  nominees  in  the  order  in  which 
they  "were  nominated.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  presiding  officer  shall 
give  the  casting  vote,  provided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new 
Council  the  tie  for  the  office  of  President  shall  be  decided  by  the 
member  present  representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered 
practitioners.  When  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  him  duly  elected. 

Section  3. — Organization. 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council  the  Registrar 
shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  read  over  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers, and  shall  call  on  the  Council  to  elect  a  Committee  on 
Credentials,  and  upon  the  reception  and  adoption  of  the  Com- 
mittee's Report  the  Registrar  shall  call  upon  the  Council  to  elect 
a  President.  At  all  other  annvial  sessions  of  the  Council  the  Presi- 
dent (and  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President)  shall  take  the  chair 
and  preside  at  the  election  of  officers.  In  the  absence  of  both 
these  officers  the  Council  shall  elect  a  Chairman. 

2.  The  first  business  after  the  organization  of  the  Council 
and  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee to  nominate  the  Standing  Committees. 


Section  4. — Committees. 

1.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  the  following: 

(a)  Registration,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(b)  Education,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

(c)  Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(d)  Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of  seven  members. 

(e)  On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(f)  On  Property  and  Printing,  consisting  of  five  mcnd)ers. 

And  the   following  Statut(n\\-    Committees: 

(g)  Executive,  consisting  of  three  iiiciiit)ers. 

fh"!     On  Discipline,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  mem])ers. 
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2.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  he  c.r  officio 
nienihers  of  all  committees  of  the  Council,  standing'  and  s]iecial, 
except  rommittee  on  Discipline  and  Executive  Committee. 

.').  A  majority  of  the  memhers  of  any  committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  (juorum,  pi-oviding  that  the  said  quorum  l)e  not  less  than 
three  memliers. 


Section  5. — Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  (except  as 
otherwise  directed  in  clause  2  of  section  2),  call  the  Council  to 
order  at  the  hour  appointed,  cause  the  minutes  of  preceding  meet- 
ing to  be  read,  confirmed  and  signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  President,  and  in  the  absence  of  l)oth 
a  Chairman  pro  icm  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

8.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum 
during  each  session  of  the  Council,  and  protect  the  members  in 
the-  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  privileges.  He  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  giving  his  reasons  for  such  decision,  and  cit- 
ing the  rule  applicable  to  the  case,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Council,  and  in  case  of  an  appeal  it  shall  ho  put  by  the 
presiding  officer  in  the  following  words:  "Shall  the  chair  be 
sustained?" 

■4.  All  questions  of  order  upon  which  an  appeal  has  ])een 
made  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  decided 
by  a  direct  vote  of  the  Council,  without  debate. 

5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes;  but.  if  any 
members  demand  it,  such  presiding  otficer,  without  further  debate 
on  the  question,  shall  require  the  memliers  voting  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  negative,  respectively,  to  stand  until  they  are  counted, 
and  h(^  shall  then  declare  the  result.  At  the  request  of  any  two 
mtMubei's  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded. 

6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  give  any  other  than  a  cast- 
ing vote,  but  he  nuiy  express  his  opinion  on  any  subject  under 
debate,  and  when  so  doing  he  shall  leave  the  chair. 

7.  The  presiding  officer  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn 
as  always  in  order ;  but  no  second  motion  to  the  same  eft'ect  shall 
be  made  until  after  some  intermediate  business  has  been  trans- 
acted.    This  motion  must  be  put  ^^nthout  debate. 
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Section  6. — Members  Speaking. 

1.  AVhen  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  he  shall 
rise  in  his  place  and  address  the  presiding  officer,  confining  him- 
self to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoiding  personalities. 

2.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
presiding  officer  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

3.  No  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted  by  an- 
other, except  upon  a  point  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
planation. The  member  so  arising  shall  confine  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  of  order,  or  the  explanation. 

4.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules,  the  presiding  officer  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him 
to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  motion, 
except  the  proposer  of  the  substantive  motion,  who  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  reply ;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  on  the  same  question  without  the  permission  of  the 
Council,  except  in  explanation,  and  he  must  then  not  introduce 
new  matter. 

6.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  require  the  question 
under  discussion  to  be  read  at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so 
as  to  interrupt  the  speaker. 

7.  When  the  matter  under  consideration  contains  distinct 
propositions,  under  the  request  of  any  member,  the  vote  upon 
each  proposition  shall  be  taken  separately. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same 
has  been  put  by  the  presiding  officer. 

9.  Notices  sliall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing  new 
matter  other  than  matters  of  privilege  and  petitions  at  a  previous 
meeting  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion,  unless  dis- 
pensed with  ]iy  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.  Any 
matter  when  once  decided  by  tlie  Council  sliall  not  be  reintro- 
duced during  that  session,  unless  by  a  two-lhii'ds  vote  of  the 
Council  then  present. 

10.  A  motion  must  be  i)ut  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it 
is  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  then  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permission  of 
the  Council,  withdraws  it.  Every  membcn-  present  shall  vote 
unless  excused  by  the  Council. 
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11.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read,  approved  and  signed  by  the  presiding 
officer. 

12.  In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  resort  shall 
be  had  to  the  procedure  of  Parliament. 

13.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  motions  and  reports 
on  the  table,  in  order  in  which  they  were  received,  which  shall 
be  considered  the  "General  Orders  of  the  Day."  The  order  of 
the  same  to  be  as  follows: 

Section  7. — General  Orders  of  the  Day. 

1.  Calling  names  of  members  and  marking  them  as  present 
or  absent. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

3.  Reading  of  communications,  petitions,  etc. 

4.  Reception  of  reports  of  Committees. 

5.  Notices  of  motion. 

6.  Motions  of  which  notice  has  been  giveiv  at  a  previous 
meeting. 

7.  Inquiries. 

8.  Consideration  of  reports. 

9.  Unfinished  business  from  previous  meeting. 

10.     Miscellaneous  business. 

All  resolutions  and  reports  must  l)e  taken  up  as  they  appear 
in  the  Order  of  the  Day,  and  no  variation  of  the  foregoing  order 
of  business  shall  be  permitted,  except  bj^  consent  of  the  Council. 

Section  8. — Motions  and  Questions. 

1.  No  motion  except  to  adjourn  shall  be  introduced  unless 
the  same  be  written  in  ink  and  contains  the  names  of  the  mover 
and  seconder. 

2.  Every  motion  shall  be  read  by  the  mover,  standing  in 
his  place;  thereafter  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  presiding  officer, 
who  shall  read  and  submit  it  to  the  Council. 

3.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  other  motion  shall 
be  entertained  except  a  motion  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post-

pone,  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  a  motion  for  the  previous  question, 
or  for  adjournment,  which  last  shall  always  be  in  order,  except 
when  the  Council  is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

4.  Amendments,  whether  in  Committee  or  in  Council,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  vote  before  the  original  motion,  in  the  inverse 
order  in  which  they  are  moved. 

5.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question. 

6.  A  motion  to  postpone  shall  include  a  day  to  be  named  for 
the  further  consideration  of  the  question. 

7.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  taken  without  de- 
bate; when  it  prevails  the  subject  matter  shall  not  be  revived 
during  the  session  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council, 

8.  The  "previous  questions,"  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  of  the  main  question,  and  shall  be  put, 
without  debate,  in  the  following  words:  "Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put?"  If  this  motion  be  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  the 
original  question  is  to  be  put  forthwith,  without  any  amendments 
or  debate. 

9.  Whenever  the  presiding  officer  shall  consider  that  a  mo- 
tion in  possession  of  tlie  Council  is  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the 
Council,  or  inconsistent  with  the  report  or  other  matter  to  which 
it  was  intended  to  refer,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  rule  it  out  of 
order. 

Section  9. — Committees. 

1.  When  a  committee  presents  its  report  it  shall  be  received 
without  motion  or  debate.  On  reaching  the  order  of  business, 
"The  Consideration  of  Reports,"  the  reports  previously  received 
shall  be  taken  up  in  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be  acted  on 
directly  by  the  Council,  or  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

2.  On  motion  of  any  member  the  Council  may  resolve  itself 
into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  a  by-law, 
report  or  other  matter,  when  the  presiding  officer  shall  leave  the 
chair,  naming  a  member  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  he  shall  have  the 
same  authority  in  Committee  as  the  President  in  the  chair  of  the 
Council. 

3.  When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rule,  it  shall 
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be  either  adopted  or  rejected,  or  referred  back  to  committee  with 
instructions  to  amend  or  postpone  to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  ask- 
ing  the  concurrence  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  rules  of  this  Council  shall  be  o])served  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  except  the  rules  respecting  tlie  yeas  and  nays  and 
limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking;  and  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  or  for  an  adjournment  can  be  received;  but  a 
member  may  at  any  time  move  that  the  committee  now  rise,  or 
that  it  shall  rise  and  report  progress. 

5.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise,  or  to  rise  and  report 
progress,  the  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

6.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred 
to  them  by  the  Council  shall  report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also 
their  opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chairman  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

7.  All  petitions  and  communications  on  this  subject  within 
the  cognizance  of  the  standing  committee  shall,  on  presentation, 
be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  to  the  proper  committee 
without  any  motion ;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  enter  upon  the  immediate  consideration 
thereof. 

8.  Every  member  Avho  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion 
upon  any  subject  Avhich  may  ])e  referred  to  a  select  committee 
appointed  to  consider  such  motion  or  petition,  shall  during  the 
sittings  of  the  Council  be  one  of  the  committee,  without  being 
named  by  the  Council,  and  shall  be  the  convener  of  the  said 
committee. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  com- 
mittee notwithstanding  the  absence  of  such  member  at  the  time 
of  his  being  named  to  such  a  committee. 


Section  10. — Duties;  of  the  Committees. 

1.  Educational  Committee. — The  Educational  Committee 
shall  have  supervision  of  the  curriculum  and  all  matter  pertaining 
thereto,  and  to  the  examination  of  those  who  seek  registration. 

2.  Financial  Committee. — The  Financial  Committee  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Council,  and 
report  the  condition  of  the  various  funds.  It  shall  prepare  and 
report  a  detailed  statement  of  the  estimates  required  by  the 
Council.  It  shall  consider  and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to 
llie  Committee  bv  the  Council. 
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3.  Registration  Committee. — The  Registration  Committee 
shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  applications  for  registration 
as  matriculates  or  as  practitioners.  It  shall  also  examine  the 
registers  pertaining  to  the  same,  and  all  matters  generally  con- 
cerning registration. 

4.  Complaints  Committee. — The  Complaints  Committee  shall 
deal  with  all  complaints  against  the  Council  or  its  officers. 

5.  Priiitinf/  and  I'fupfrty  Committee. — The  Printing  and 
Property  Connnittee  shall  supervise  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
College  Building  and  its  requirements,  and  shall  have  supervision 
over  all  stenographic  work  and  printing  required  by  the  Council. 

6.  Rules  and  Regidations. — The  Rules  and  Regulations 
Committee  shall  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Council. 

7.  DiscipJitK  Co}nmittec. — The  Discipline  Committee  shall 
consider  all  complaints  against  members  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Council, 
and  shall  be  governed  in  its  procedure  by  the  Statute  in  that 
behalf. 

8.  Executive  Committee. — The  Executive  Committee  shall 
take  cognizance  of,  and  action  upon,  all  such  matters  as  may 
require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Council  and  the  next  meeting. 


Section  11. — By-Laws. 

1.  Every  Bill  shall  l)e  introduced  upon  motion  for  leave, 
specifying  the  title  of  the  Bill,  or,  upon  motion,  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill. 

2.  No  Bills  shall  be  introduced  either  in  blank  or  imperfect 
shape. 

3.  Every  Bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings. 

4.  The  (jucstion  tliat  this  Bill  is  now  read  a  first  time  shall 
be  decided  without  amendment  or  debate,  and  every  Bill,  after 
receiving  a  second  readins',  sliall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole. 

5.  Each  clause.  Ilic  title  and  the  iircauihle,  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  passed  upon  in  ("oniinittee  of  the  Whole,  and  the 
Bill  shall  be  read  a  tliird  tinu'  in  Council,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  tlie  Registi-ai-,  and  sealed  with  the  coi-poi-ate  seal. 
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6.  The  Registrar  shall  endorse  on  all  Bills  the  dates  of  the 
several  readings,  and  be  responsible  for  correctness  in  case  of 
amendment. 

7.  Every  By-laAv  which  has  been  passed  by  the  Coiincil 
shall  be  published  by  number  only  in  the  next  Annual  Announce- 
ment. 


By-Law  No.  2. 

Payment  of  members  of  Council,  members  of  Committees, 
members  of  Board  of  Examiners  and  Officials. 

1.  The  Sessional  indemnity  for  members  this  Session  shall 
be  $100.  together  with  $10  for  every  half-day  occupied  in  travel- 
ling from  their  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of  meeting  and 
return,  in  addition  to  mileage  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  a  mile  to  and 
from  the  place  of  residence,  the  usual  deduction  at  the  rate  of 
$10  per  half  day  being  made  for  absence  from  meeting. 

2.  Each  iueiii))er  of  the  Discipline  Committee  shall  be  paid 
the  same  amount  per  half  day  and  mileage  as  is  paid  members 
of  this  Council  at  its  meetings. 

3.  Members  of  Committees,  other  than  Discipline  Com- 
mittee, when  meeting  during  the  recess  of  the  Council,  shall  be 
paid  a  per  diem  allowance  of  $15.00  and  $7.50  for  each  half  day, 
and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  travelled. 

4.  Each  Examiner  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $20.00,  as  a  re- 
taining fee,  and  each  Examiner  shall  also  receive  .$20.00  per  diem 
for  each  day's  attendance  at  oral  examinations  and  meetings  with 
the  same  allowance  of  five  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  tra- 
velled to  and  from  the  examinations  to  place  of  residence,  and 
an  allowance  of  $10.00  for  each  half  day  occupied  in  travelling 
from  their  place  of  residence  and  return. 

5.  The  salary  of  the  Registrar-Treasurer  shall  be  $2,500.00 
Der  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

6.  The  salary  of  ^Ir.  John  Fyfe  as  Public  Prosecutor,  shall  be 
$100  per  month,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

7.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  elect  a 
Vice-Chairraan  with  power. 

8.  The  salary  or  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Auditor  by  the 
Council  for  his  services  as  Auditor  be,  and  are  hereby  fixed  at 

$75.00. 
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By-Law  No.  3. 

By-law  to  provide  for  an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death,  resignation,  or  disqualification  of  any  mein])er  of  the 
Council  elected  from  a  Territorial  Division. 

1.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  death,  resigna- 
tion or  disciualification  of  any  member  elected  iroin  a  territorial 
division  the  Registrar  shall  send  to  every  member  of  the  College 
residing  in  such  division  (excepting  only  those  who  are  regis- 
tered as  the  Homeopathic  members  thereof \  a  circular  letter 
stating  that  an  election  will  be  held  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  that 
nominations  will  be  received  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  on 
which  such  circular  shall  be  mailed;  nomination  by  20  members 
entitled  to  vote  being  necessary  in  order  to  render  a  candidate 
eligible  for  election. 

2.  In  the  event  that  only  one  candidate  shall  be  so  nominated 
the  Registrar  shall  notify  him  that  he  has  been  duly  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  but  if  more  than  one  candidate  shall  be  eligible 
for  election  the  Registrar  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  College 
resident  in  such  division  to  act  as  returning  officer,  and  shall 
mail  to  every  registered  member  entitled  to  vote  a  voting  paper 
in  the  form  of  Schedule  "A"  attached  hereto. 

The  time  limit  within  which  such  voting  paper  must  reach 
the  returning  officer  to  be  filled  in  by  the  Registrar  as  of  the 
nearest  convenient  day  and  time  after  the  expiration  of  15  days 
after  mailing  of  such  voting  papers. 

3.  The  returning  officer  shall  on  the  day  and  time  stated  in 
the  voting  paper,  and  not  before,  open  the  envelopes,  carefully 
count  and  examine  voting  papers,  make  a  record  of  the  entire 
number  of  votes  cast,  and  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
who  has  received  the  greatest  number  of  votes. 

The  returning  officer  shall  have  the  right  to  give  a  casting 
vote  in  the  event  that  two  or  more  candidates  shall  receive  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  and  shall  make  a  return  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  College  accordingly,  Avhereupon  the  Registrar  shall  declare 
the  candidate  who  has  received  the  greatest  number  of  votes  duly 
elected,  and  shall  notify  him  accordingly. 

4.  The  fee  for  the  rcturuiiig  officer  for  each  election  shall

Matriculation. 

The  motion  of  which  Dr.  Ferguson  gave  notice  yesterday, 
"that  the  report  of  the  special  committee  on  uniform  standards  of 
matriculation  be  received  at  the  morning  session  to-morrow,"  was 
submitted,  and  the  report  accepted. 

Dominion  Medical  Council  Representation. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Gouncil,  Dr.  Routledge  was  permitted 
to  alter  his  notice  of  motion  so  that  it  should  read,  that  Drs.  Spankie 
and  Griffin  should  be  appointed  as  representatives  of  this  Gouncil 
on  the  Dominion  Medical  Gouncil. 

The  Gouncil  decided  to  defer  the  selection  of  its  representa- 
tives until  a  later  stage  in  the  morning's  proceedings. 

Reception  of  Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

With  the  consent  of  the  Gouncil,  Dr.  Griffin  was  permitted  to 
present  the  report  of  the  Executive  Gommittee,  and  it  was  re- 
ceived. 

Report  of  College  Representative  to  Dominion  Medical  Council. 

Dr.  Spankie  read  his  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  fourth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Medical  Gouncil  of  Ganada,  and,  after  dis- 
cussion, upon  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  filed. 
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The  report  is  as  follows :

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Gentlemen : — 

The  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada 
was  held  at  Ottawa  on  the  6th  and  7th  of  June,  1916,  and  the 
Registrar  reports  that  the  administration  of  its  affairs  is  going 
steadily  on  without  friction  of  any  kind. 

During  the  year  twenty  were  enrolled  under  the  Ten  Year 
Clause,  and  the  absence  of  reciprocal  arrangements  between  the 
Council  and  Great  Britain  is  suggested  as  a  reason  for  this  small 
number,  and  also  for  the  small  numlier  of  candidates  for  the  Do- 
minion Examinations. 

Since  our  report  for  1915,  two  examinations  were  conducted, 
one  in  June,  1935,  at  Winnipeg,  and  the  other  in  October,  at 
^Montreal. 

At  the  June  Examination  in  Winnipeg  40  candidates  tried  and 
21  passed,  12  were  rejected  and  7  referred. 

At  the  October  Examination  in  Montreal  48  tried.  Of  these 
28  passed,  11  were  rejected  and  9  were  referred.  (This  year  at 
Toronto  37  tried  and  13  passed). 

Instead  of  holding  the  Examination  at  Halifax  in  October, 
1915,  the  Council  paid  transportation  of  Canadidates  to  and  from 
Montreal. 

For  the  Examination  at  Winnipeg  this  year  less  than  ten  can- 
didates registered,  and  the  Council  is  paying  their  transportation 
to  Toronto  and  return,  instead  of  having  the  examiners  proceed  to 
Winnipeg. 

The  Financial  condition  of  the  Council  is  satisfactory,  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  having  continued  the  Annual  Grant  of 
.^1 5,000. 

Full  details  of  the  finances  and  the  examinations  are  given  in 
the  report  of  the  Registrar,  which  is  submitted  herewith. 

The  Committee  on  Standards  of  Education  and  Examination 
devoted  its  attention  dui'ing  the  year  to  the  subject  of  Matricula- 
tion in  the  several  Provinces  and  Universities  of  Canada. 
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This  Committee  secured  and  submitted  to  Coune-il  copies  of 
regulations  relating  to  IMatriculation  from  all  the  Universities  and 
Medical  Councils  in  Canada.  Also  copies  of  all  Matriculation 
papers  set  in  Canada  during  the  past  year,  and  a  comparative 
study  of  these  shows: 

1.  The  minimum  standard  of  matriculation  is  essentially  the 
same  for  all  the  Universities  of  Canada. 

2.  All  the  Provincial  Medical  Councils  fix  a  standard  of 
^Matriculation  except  British  Columbia  and  Saskatchewan.  These 
accept  the  degrees  of  approved  Medical  Schools  without  enquiring 
independently  as  to  preliminary  education. 

3.  The  subjects  required  for  matriculation  are  different  only 
in  unimportant  details.  The  total  content  is  much  the  same.  The 
Committee  reports  the  work  required  in  all  as  satisfactory  and  ade- 
quate, and  that  absolute  uniformity  is  not  necessary  or  desirable. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  regulations,  curricula  and 
examination  for  matriculation  required  by  the  Universities  and 
Provincial  jNIedical  Councils  are  generally  satisfactory  and  should 
be  interchangeable. 

Regarding  enforcement  of  Matriculation  Standards  by  Uni- 
versities and  by  Medical  Councils  this  Committee  further  reports 
the  following  statements  from  the  Universities: — 

University  of  Toronto. 

No  Students  admitted  to  the  study  of  Medicine  without  com- 
plete matriculation. 

Manitoba  University. 

Students  must  have  full  matriculation  before  registration. 

McGill  University. 

During  the  past  three  years  no  student  admitted  without  com- 
plete matriculation. 

Queen's  University. 

Under  special  conditions  a  student  with  incomplete  matricula- 
tion may  be  permitted  to  attend  for  the  first  year.  Subsequent  to 
this  enquiry  regulations  amended.  No  admission  hereafter  with- 
out complete  matriculation. 

Western  University. 

During  the  session  1915-16  all  Students  registered  satisfied  the 
entrance  requirements. 
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Laval  (Quebec). 

Session  1915-16,  89  students  admitted.  73  liad  B.A.,  6  had 
brevet,  10  irregulars  admitted  on  payment  of  .$15.00  extra  who 
were  examined  l)y  a  Board  appointed  l)y  the  Faculty. 

Laval  {Montreal). 

Out  of  40  admitted  in  session  1915-16  all  hut  11  had  the  brevet. 
These  eleven  had  some  certificates,  but  were  again  examined  by 
the  Faculty. 

Dalho  iisie  University. 

All  this  year  had  complete  matriculation,  but  failure  in  one 
subject  only  allows  the  student  to  be  conditioned  for  one  year  only. 

The  full  text  of  this  Committee's  interim  report  is  presented 
herewith.  It  is  to  be  supplemented  by  information  relating  to 
matriculation  conditions  in  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States 
before  final  adoption  by  the  Council.  Thereafter  it  will  be  pub- 
lished. 

This  is  the  final  session  of  the  first  Medical  Council  of  Canada, 
and  in  summing  up  its  work  the  retiring  President,  Dr.  Gibson,  in 
his  address  said : 

1.  The  number  of  men  registering  under  the  Ten  Year  Clause 
has  been  less  than  expected,  but  during  the  past  year  this  has  im- 
proved, and  no  doubt  will  improve  still  more. 

2.  The  numl)er  of  candidates  for  examination  shows  a  ten- 
dency to  fall  off  from  year  to  year,  but  this  can  no  doubt  he  ac- 
counted for  by  war  conditions. 

3.  We  have  gained  largely  the  respect  of  the  several  licensing 
and  teaching  bodies  of  the  Dominion' by  maintaining  a  high  stan- 
dard of  examination. 

Saskatchewan  already  has  abolished  the  Provincial  Examina- 
tion and  accepts  in  lieu  thereof  the  Dominion  License,  and  the 
hope  is  expressed  that  other  Boards  may  do  the  same. 

In  regard  to  the  question  of  reeii^rocity  with  Great  Britain, 
in  reply  to  a  letter  on  the  subject  the  Registi-ar  of  the  British  I\Iedi- 
cal  ( "nnncil  said  : 

"So  soon  as  the  Act  has  1)een  applied  to  each  Province  without 
exception  the  General  Council  of  the  T'^nited  Kingdom  will  be  pre- 
pared to  represent  to  His  Majesty  in  Council  that  at  length  a 
working  arrangement  applicable  to  the  whole  Dominion  is  in  opei-a- 
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tion.  and  that  the  Act  of  1886  may  therefore  properly  be  applied 
to  the  Dominion  as  such.  An  Order  in  Council  would  at  once 
enable  us  to  recognize  the  diploma  granted  after  examination  by 
the  Medical  Council  of  Canada,  together  with  the  license  to  practice 
either  in  Canada  or  in  any  of  its  Provinces,  as  a  sufficient  qualifica- 
tion for  registration  in  the  United  Kingdom,  under  Sections  11 
and  13." 

Honourable  Dr.  Thornton,  who  has  charge  of  this  subject  in 
the  Council,  and  to  whom  the  letter  was  addressed,  further  stated 
that  now  there  was  reciprocity  between  Great  Britain  and  all  the 
Provinces,  with  the  exception  of  Alberta. 

Notice  was  given  of  the  following  Motion  for  next  Annual 
^Meeting : — 

"That  a  Scholarship  be  established  to  be  awarded  to  the  Can- 
didate making  the  highest  total  of  marks  at  each  examination  held 
by  the  Council,  the  amount  of  the  Scholarship  to  be  sufficient  to 
permit  the  holder  to  spend  at  least  a  year  in  professional  studies 
abroad,  the  direction  of  these  studies  to  be  under  a  Committee  of 
the  Council." 

Notice  was  also  given  of  the  following  Motion : — 

"That  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  appoint  a  special  com- 
mittee whose  duty  shall  be  to  personally  inspect  and  report  on  the 
various  medical  schools  and  Universities  of  Canada,  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  teaching  of  Medicine." 

The  next  Annual  Meeting  will  be  held  at  Ottawa  commencing 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.

There  were  very  few  complaints  regarding  unlicensed  prac- 
titioners during  the  year. 

There  Avas  one  case  where  an  Osteopath  named  Jacobs  was 
reported .  to  have  attended  a  confinement  case.  Investigation 
showed  he  did  not  attend  the  confinement,  although  he  had  agreed 
to  do  so,  but  that  he  had  obtained  $500.00  from  relatives  of  the 
child's  father,  on  the  understanding  that  he  would  prevent  a  pro- 
secution on  a  criminal  charge,  the  mother  of  the  child  being  under 
age.  The  evidence  obtained  was  handed  to  the  Crown,  who  prose- 
cuted him  for  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences.  He  pleaded 
giiilty,  refunded  the  money,  and  was  allowed  to  go  on  suspended 
sentence,  on  payment  of  about  $60.00  costs. 

Another  ease  where  a  man  named  Foley  was  convicted  for  pre- 
tending to  be  a  Doctor.  The  evidence  showed  he  was  guilty  of  an 
indecent  assault,  for  which  he  was  also  convicted,  and  sentenced  to 
three  months  in  gaol. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  members  of  the  Profession 
brought  before  the  Discipline  Committee,  charged  with  unprofes- 
sional conduct ;  they  having  been  convicted  in  the  Police  Court  for 
prescribing  cocaine,  heroin,  etc.,  for  other  than  medicinal  purposes. 
A  report  of  the  Committee  regarding  their  cases,  will  be  laid  before 
the  Council. 

Dr.  Edward  Roy  Tyrer,  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner,  was 
on  March  7th,  1916,  convicted  of  a  criminal  offence,  in  a  Criminal 
Court  at  Toronto.  Proof  of  same  was  submitted  to  the  Registrar, 
to  enable  him  to  take  the  action  required  by  the  Ontario  Medical 
Act  in  such  cases. 

Dr.  Tyrer 's  name  has  been  erased  from  the  Register. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  have  to  thank  you  for  the  advice 
and  assistance  given  me.

Notice  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Ferguson  gave  notice  of  motion,  seconded  by  Dr.  Argue, 
that  the  Finance  Committee  be  requested  to  consider  the  propriety 
of  paying  the  membership  fee  of  Dr.  Griffin,  our  representative 
elect  to  the  Canada  ^ledical  Council. 

Sir  James  Grant's  Motion,  re  Lord  Kitchener. 

Sir  James  Grant  read  the  motion  of  which  he  gave  notice  at 
the  morning  session,  when  it  was  moved  by  Sir  James  Grant, 
seconded  b}^  Dr.  Johnson,  that  the  motion  be  adopted.     (Carried). 

The  motion  is  as  follows:  Moved  by  Sir  James  Grant  and 
seconded  by  Dr.  Johnson,  "That  the  members  of  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  thoroughly 
appreciate  the  fact  that,  at  no  period  of  our  history  were  all  parts 
of  the  British  Empire  more  closely  knit  together  than  at  present, 
the  undoubted  outcome  of  a  war  involving  the  whole  world.  Under 
these  circumstances,  guiding  and  directing,  in  a  considerable 
degree,  the  important  problem  of  medical  education  in  Canada, 
and  taking  a  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  the  status  of  the  medical 
and  surgical  force  in  charge  of  our  army,  we  em])race  this  oppor- 
tunity of  placing  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  masterly  efforts 
of  Lord  Kitchener  who  died,  as  he  lived,  for  his  country,  and  whose 
loss  to  the  Empii'e  is  one  of  the  heaviest  blows  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  l)ear.  Since  the  commencement  of  this  war.  Kitchener  has 
been  a  name  to  conjure  with,  and  inspired  confidence  in  all  sur- 
roundings. How  fortunate  his  splendid  work  of  equipping  a  vast 
army  was  really  finished,  when  came  the  shock  of  his  tragic  death, 
a  source  of  world-wide  dismay  and  sorrow.  His  genius  lay  in  in- 
finite capacity  for  taking  pains  in  matter  of  detail.  He  was  more 
than  a  military  power,  a  first  class  diplomat,  an  able  administrator, 
strongly  in  evidence  by  his  remarkal)le  efforts  in  Egypt,  Africa  and 
India.  A  noble  tribute  by  the  nation  was  paid  him,  when,  stopped 
at  the  gangway  of  the  steamer  about  to  convey  him  back  to  Egypt, 
and  invited  to  accept  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  State  for  War, 
hailed  by  acclamation.  Roberts  and  Kitchener  were  linked  closely 
in  life,  mystei-iously  joined  in  death,  and  truly  left  an  imperish- 
able record." 
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Report  of  E. recti  five  Committee — Adoption  of. 

Dr.  Griffin  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  clause 
by  clause.  Following:  the  discussion  of  the  same.  Dr.  J.  "SI.  Mac- 
Callum  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  AVickins.  "that  the  President  ap- 
point a  comniitttH^  to  express  the  opinion  of  this  Council  on  the  regu- 
lation of  the  practice  of  midwifery  in  this  Province,  as  requested 
l)y  Mr.  Justice  Hodgins. "     (Carried). 

Tlie  clauses  referring  to  appointment  of  alternate  examiner 
and  American  reciprocity  were  sent  on  to  the  Education  Com- 
mittee. 

Dr.  Griffin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hardy,  the  adoption  of 
tlie  }'eport.  as  modified  above.     (Carried). 
The  report  is  as  follows : 

Owing  to  the  extraordinary  conditions  due  to  the  great  war, 
in  whicli  the  energies  of  our  country  are  so  strenuously  involved, 
and  owing  also  to  the  important  matters  affecting  the  interests  of 
the  ^ledical  Profession  now  under  consideration  by  the  Royal  Com- 
mission, an  unusual  amount  of  work  fell  upon  your  Committee. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  hold  fifteen  meetings,  the  full  particu- 
lars of  which,  marked  confidential,  have  been  sent  to  each  member 
of  the  Council.  Your  Committee  desires  to  emphasize  the  confi- 
dential nature  of  these  minutes,  following  the  example  of  the 
Medical  Board  of  Great  Britain. 

Believing  in  the  principle  of  keeping  the  Council  in  close 
touch  with  the  members  of  the  College,  communications  were  sent 
out  requesting  information  as  to  the  practices  of  Osteopaths  and 
Chiropractors  and  other  irregulars.  A  number  of  responses  were 
received,  which  have  been  filed  and  are  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Royal  Commission. 

The  ]\Iembers  of  the  College  were  also  consulted  in  order  to 
obtain  their  views  on  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  Replies 
to  this  communication  are  also  filed,  to  be  used  at  the  proper  time. 

The  Committee  has  been  kept  advised  as  to  the  investigations 
of  the  Royal  Commission,  and  has  appeared  before  the  Commis- 
sioner on  several  occasions.  The  painstaking  and  thorougli  manner 
in  which  the  Commissioner  is  conducting  the  important  matters  re- 
ferred to  him  has  impressed  itself  upon  your  Committee. 

The  consideration  of  a  nuinbt'i'  of  appeals  from  the  i-epoi-t  of 
the  Examiners  will  come  before  the  Council.  Very  many  of  them 
are  the  outcome  of  war  conditions.  The  Conunittee  has  been  very 
conservative  in  their  decisions  on  those  appeals  that  they  found 
necessary  to  pass  upon,  and  strongly  feel  the  advisability  of  judg- 
ing each  individual  case  upon  its  merits. 
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The  Council  will  be  asked  to  accept  the  summer  session  es- 
tablished this  year  b}'  the  University  of  Toronto  as  an  academic 
year  owing  to  war  conditions,  and  to  appoint  a  Fall  examination  at 
its  close. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  an  alternative  ex- 
aminer be  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  any  examiner  who  during 
examinations  may  be  absent  through  sickness  or  misadventure. 
The  necessity  for  such  an  appointment  was  evidenced  in  the  Spring 
examinations. 

The  Council  will  be  asked  to  consider  the  advisability  of  en- 
tering into  some  arrangement  to  facilitate  and  regulate  a  certain 
amount  of  reciprocity  with  American  Colleges  of  reputation. 

The  Council  will  have  to  elect  two  representatives  to  the  Do-  ^ 
minion  Council  in  place  of  Drs.  Spankie  and  Gibson.    These  gentle- 
men are  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  Discipline  Committee  has  had  three  cases  under  considera- 
tion, which  were  referred  to  them  by  the  Executive.  A  definite 
report  and  recommendation  will  l)e  offered.

A  Proposed  Sub-Sectiox\  1  of  Section  49  op  the  Ontario

ever, any  disease,  defect  or  in.jury  of  the  human  body,  for  hire, 
gain  or  hope  of  reward: 

Provided,  that  this  shall  not  affect  any  of  the  rights  or  privi 
leges  secured  to  any  person  or  corporation  by  any  Act  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  or  of  the  Parlia- 
ment of  the  Dominion  of  Canada ;  nor  shall  it  apply  to  the  ordinary 
calling  of  nursing,  or  to  massage,  or  bath  attendant,  or  the  pro- 
prietor of  baths." 

Notice  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Wickins  gave  notice  of  motion  that  he  would  move, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Emmerson,  "That  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of 
irregular  practice  of  all  kinds  of  a  physical  and  manipulative 
character  and  of  the  apparent  public  demand  for  remedial 
measures  other  than  the  therapies  now  demanded  by  our  curri- 
culum ;  and  further,  in  view  of  the  great  advances  made  in  recent 
years  by  physical  measures,  especially  in  high  frequency  currents, 
Roentgen  rays  and  radium,  I  now  therefore  move  that  the  Council 
add  to  its  curriculum  for  the  guidance  of  the  teaching  bodies,  the 
subject  of  physical  therapeutics,  to  include  a  fair  knowledge  of 
the  therapeutics  of  light,  heat,  electricity.  Roentgen  rays  and 
radium. ' ' 

Dr.  Wickins  gave  notice  that  he  would  move,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Cruickshank,  the  following:  "Wliereas  there  are  a  great  number 
of  patients  in  the  province  addicted  to  the  use  of  drugs,  mostly 
impecunious,  and, 

Whereas  it  is  practically  impossible  to  keep  these  patients 
from  being  supplied  by  friends  with  drugs  where  treatment  is 
attempted  in  public  hospitals  or  at  home; 

And  whereas  the  only  places  where  absolute  regulation  of 
drugs  can  be  enforced  is  in  insane  liospitals,  which  cast  odium 
on  the  patient,  making  it  dirHenlt  to  induce  pjilients  to  entei'  for 
treatment : 
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And  whereas  medical  praetitioners  have  been  and  are  daily 
besieged  by  tliese  patients  and  experience  great  dififienlty  in 
handling  the  same : 

Therefore  lie  it  moved  that  this  Council  suggest  to  the 
Government  of  Ontario  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  pro- 
vincial institution  for  the  treatment  of  drug  habitues,  preferably 
a  farm,  Avhere  work  in  the  open  air  will  be  an  integral  part  of 
the  treatment." 

Dr.  Ferguson  gave  notice,  seconded  by  Dr.  Emmerson,  that 
he  would  move  that  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee  be 
presented  and  considered  at  the  next  sitting  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  S.  McCallum  gave  notice  that  he  would  move,  seconded 
by  Dr.  Walters,  the  following:  ''That  the  Ontario  Medical  Coun- 
cil, representing  the  medical  men  of  Ontario,  both  civilian  and 
military,  desires  to  enter  a  protest  against  the  unfair  ranking 
and  remuneration  of  the  medical  officers  in  the  C.A.M.C  of  the 
C.E.F.,  and  earnestly  suggest  to  the  r^lilitia  Department  that  the 
members  of  the  Army  Medical  Corps  be  treated  on  an  equal  basis 
Avith  other  branches  of  military  service,  both  in  rank  and  com- 
pensation. ' ' 

Dr.  Griffin  gave  notice  that  he  would  move,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Kellam :  That  the  Council  grant  licenses  to  practice  to  those 
graduates  who  have  received  commissions  as  battalion  medical 
officers  in  the  C.E.F.,  and  who  are  going  overseas  as  such. 

Dr.  Ferguson  read  the  motion,  of  Avhich  he  gave  notice  at 
yesterday's  afternoon  session,  "That  the  financial  committee  be 
requested  to  consider  the  propriety  of  paying  the  membershiji  fee 
of  Dr.  Griffin,  our  representative  elect  to  the  Canada  Medical 
Council."     (Referred  to  Finance  Committee). 

Enquiries  Answered. 

Dr.  Connell's  entpiiries  were  answered  as  f o-llows : 

(1)  Three  British  licentiates  have  registered  in  Ontario 
under  the  reciprocity  arrangement  with  Great  Britain. 

(2)  It  appears  to  be  possible  for  any  licentiate  of  the  British 
IMedical  Council  to  be  licensed  in  Ontario,  provided  he  shall  not 
have  taken  his  education  in  Ontario. 

(3)  The  invitation  came  from  tlie  University  of  Toronto, 
and  was  not  issued  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Council. 

Tn  reply  to  Dr.  Arthur's  enquiry,  the  Registrar  read  the 
communication  from  Dr.  Armstrong,  upon  which  the  Executive 
Committee  based  its  action,  in  staying  the  prosecution  against 
Dr.  Armstrong.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  Printing  and 
Property  Committee  of  this  Council. 
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EXCERPT  FROM  ONTARIO  TEMPERANCE  ACT. 

51. —  (1)  Any  physician  who  is  lawfully  and  regularly  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  who  shall  deem  any 
intoxicating  liquors  necessary  for  the  health  of  his  patients,  may 
give  such  patient  or  patients  a  written  or  printed  prescription 
therefor,  addressed  to  a  druggist  and  not  exceeding  six  ounces, 
except  in  the  case  of  alcohol  for  bathing  a  patient  or  other  neces- 
sary purpose,  or  liquor  mixed  with  any  other  drug  is  required 
when  a  quantity  not  exceeding  one  pint  may  be  prescribed,  but 
no  such  prescription  shall  be  given  except  in  cases  of  actual 
need,  and  when  in  the  judgment  of  such  physician  the  use  of 
liquor  is  necessary,  or  such  physician  may  administer  the  liquor 
himself,  and  for  that  purpose  may  have  one  quart  in  his  posses- 
sion w^hen  visiting  his  patients.  And  every  physician  who  shall 
give  such  prescription  or  administer  such  liquor  in  evasion  or 
violation  of  this  Act  or  who  shall  give  to  or  write  for  any  person 
a  prescription  for  or  including  intoxicating  liquor  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  or  assisting  any  person  to  evade  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  or  assisting  any  per- 
son to  obtain  liquor  for  use  as  a  beverage,  or  to  be  sold  or  dis- 
posed of  in  any  manner  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  Act. 

(a)  Upon  the  prescription  of  a  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioner  a  vendor  under  this  Act  may  sell  and 
supply  for  strictly  medicinal  purposes — 

(  1  )  Ale,  beer,  and  porter  in  quantities  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dozen  bottles,  containing  not 
more  than  three  half  pints  each  at  any  one 
time; 

(2)  Wines  and  distilled  liquor  not  exceeding 
one  quart  at  any  one  time. 

All  the  provisions  of  this  Act  applicable  to  prescriptions 
addressed  to  and  the  sale  of  liquor  by  druggists,  save  as  to 
quantity,  shall  apply  to  prescriptions  addressed  to  and  the  sale 
of  liquor  by  a  Vendor  under  this  Act. 
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The  enlargeineut  of  the  vault  as  arranged  for  at  your  last 
session,  and  ratified  by  the  Executive,  has  been  carried  out.  The 
old  slat  walk  from  the  street  to  the  front  door  has  been  done  away 
witli  and  replaced  by  a  substantial  granolithic  pavement. 

It  was  found  that  the  roof  over  the  vestibule  was  leaking,  and 
arrangements  were  at  once  made  to  have  this  repaired. 

The  building  and  grounds  have  not  required  material  repairs 
or  change  other  tlian  the  above  mentioned,  but  this  building  does 
require  painting  outside  and  otlu^rwise  cleaning  up. 

The  furniture  is  in  a  fairly  good  state  of  repair.

This  report  provides  for  making  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  medical 
course  wholly  and  exclusively  academic.  The  report  further  ex- 
tends the  courses  in  the  final  subjects  of  the  curriculum,  to  bring 
the  curriculum  into  conformity  with  the  present  five  year  course. 

Paragraph  Four,  page  18,  having  become  superfluous,  has  been 
omitted. 

Your  Committee  considered  the  memorial  of  the  University  of 
Toronto,    regarding   the    discrimination   involved   in   exacting   one 
year's  attendance  from  candidates  outside  the  Dominion,  other- 
wise eligible  for  our  licentiate  examination.     It  was  decided  to 
eliminate  from  paragraph  Six.  page  19,  the  following  words: — 
"must  conform  to  the  matriculation  required  by  the  C^^  ' 
must  attend  one  or  more  full  winter  courses  of  J" 
the  regular  Medical  Schools  in  Ontario."    The  eliv. 
words  removes  the  objectionable  feature  of  this  paragraph,  ana  ai 
the  same  time  provides  that  candidates  outside  of  the  Province 
shall  take  the  regular  examination  of  this  Council. 

The  question  of  reciprocity^  was  considered,  but  as  no  requisi- 
tion for  reciprocity  from  the  United  States  was  before  Council,  it 
was  considered  inexpedient  to  entertain  the  subject  of  reciprocity 
at  the  present  time. 

The  application  of  the  Universities  of  Toronto  and  Queen's 
for  recognition  of  the  current  "war  session"  was  acceded  to,  and 
it  is  recommended  that  certificates  of  attendance  at  such  session  be 
accepted  as  a  regular  session  of  the  course,  for  this  year  only. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  regular  Fall  Examination  of 
the  Council  be  deferred  until  the  close  of  the  said  "War  Session," 
December  1st.

Surgery — Three  courses  of  30  weeks  each. 

IMidwifery — Three  courses  of  30  weeks  each. 

Gynecology — Two  courses  of  30  Aveeks  each. 

Pathology  and  Bacteriology — Three  courses  of  30  weeks  each. 

Diseases  of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat — Two  courses  of  15 
weeks  each.  ; 

Diseases  of  Children — Two  courses  of  15  weeks  each. 

Therapeutics    (including   physical   therapeutics) — One    course 
of,  30  weeks. 

Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology — One  course  of  15  weeks. 

Hygiene  and  Preventive  IMedicine — One  course  of  30  weeks. 

Psychiatry — One  course  of  15  weeks. 

(These  changes  bring  the  Curriculum  into  conformity  with 
the  present  Five  Year  Course). 

All  paragraph  4,  page  18,  shall  ])e  omitted. 

Paragraph  6  has  been  referred  to  the  General  Education 
Committee.

of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  by  way  of  the  Dominion 
^Fcdical   Council.

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Workmen's  Compensation  Act — Report  of  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act  was  read,  and  upon  motion  of  Dr.  Kellam,  seconded  bj^ 
Dr.  Stewart,  the  report  was  adopted,  as  follows : — 

Your  Committee  re  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  begs  to 
report,  that  it  heartily  approves  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Ontario  Medical  Association,  in  the  matter  of  the  absence  of  any 
provision  for  remuneration  for  medical  attendance. 

Your  committee  feels  that  tlie  Act  is  woefully  wanting,  in  not 
providing  a  measure  whereby  the  rights  of  the  inedical  profession 
may  be  secured,  and  suggests  that  this  Council  co-operate  with  the 
Ontario  :\redical  Association  and  the  Academy  of  Medicine  of  To- 
ronto, in  appealing  to  tlie  Government,  to  have  this  condition  rec- 
tified. ])e]ieving.  "that  the  cost  of  industrial  accidents,  l)oth  loss 
of  wages  and  medical  attendance,  should  he  borne  by  industry." 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  will  be  much 
better  served,  if  medical  services  are  paid  for. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  proper  medical  and  surgical  attend- 
ance is  the  most  satisfactorv  factor  in  the  successful  working  of 
the  Act. 

Your  Committee  have  noticed,  that,  by  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Workmen's  Compensation,  a  surplus  of  some  $500,000 
remains  in  their  hands  after  adjusting  claims.  We  therefore  re- 
quest the  Government  to  consider  payment  for  medical  attendance, 
before  any  appeal  for  reduction  in  assessment  on  the  part  of  the 
contributors  to  the  Fund  is  entertained. 

We  recommend  that  the  President  name  us  a  committee  to  co- 
operate with  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  and  Academy  of 
^ledicine  of  Toronto,  in  approaching  the  Government  in  reference 
to  the  desired  amendment  of  the  Act : — 

Drs.  Kellam,  Hamilton,  King,  Grain,  Griffin  and  Stewart. 
Your  committee  respectfully  submit  the  above  report. 

Worl'meyi's  Compensation  Act — Special  Committee. 

The  recommendation  of  this  special  committee,  that  the  Presi- 
dent nominate  a  committee,  associated  with  the  Ontario  JNIedical 
Association  and  the  Academy  of  ^Medicine,  to  approach  the  Govern- 
ment, in  reference  to  the  desired  amendment  to  the  Act,  was  carried 
out,  when  Dr.  King,  the  President,  nominated  Drs.  Kellam,  Hamil- 
ton, King.  Grain.  Griffin  jiiid  Stewart. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Committee's  Report,  re  By-Laws. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  was 
submitted  bv  Dr.  S.  McCallum,  the  Chairman  of  that  committee. 
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Dr.  S.  ^IcCalluin  moved,  secouded  by  Dr.  Stewart,  that  the 
report,  embodying  the  bj'-laws,  be  now  read  a  first  time.     (Carried). 

Dr.  S.  ]McCalliim  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Stewart,  that  the 
Council  do  now  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  consider  the 
report  clause  hy  clause.     (Carried). 

The  Council  then  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the 
report  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee,  with  Dr.  Addison 
in  the  Chair,  when  the  report  was  considered  clause  by  clause. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  S.  jMcCallum,  seconded  by  Dr.  Stewart,  the 
Committee  rose,  the  President  resumed  the  Chair,  when  Dr.  Addi- 
son reported  tlie  by-laws,  as  amended,  adopted  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

Dr.  S.  JMcCallum  then  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Stewart,  that 
the  by-laws,  as  amended,  be  now  read  a  third  time,  adopted  in 
Council,  signed  by  the  President  and  sealed  with  the  Seal  of  the 
College.
